Solicitor General Hugh M. Dorsey 
was served Friday with formal notice 
of the extragrdinary motion for a new 
trial for Leo M. Frank, to be made 
within the next twenty days. A large 
number of sensational grounds are set 
forth in the notice, many of which 
have never before been made public. 

One of these is a statement from 
Mary Rich, a woman who operated a 
lunch stand in vicinity of the pencil 
factory building, who swears that she 
saw Jim Conley, the convicted negro 
accomplice, emerge from the alleyway 
in the rear of the pencil. plant about 
2:15 o’clock on the afternoon of the 
tragedy. 

Which, it ceontended by the de- 
fense, is explanation of the broken bolt 
on the back door of the basement in 
which Mary Phagan’s body dis- 
covered, and which was an impregna- 
ble mystery throughout the trial and 
investigation. The Rich woman 
further swears that Conley bought a 
lunch from her, then returned through 
the alley. 

Repudiate Testimony. 

Affidavits are presented from a num- 
ber of witnesses for the prosecution 
who repudiate their testimony against 
Frank. One of th’se ts C. Brutus Dal- 
ton, the spectaculé’ character witness, 
whose testimony was a sensation of 
the trial. Another is Dewey Hewell, 
the girl brought from Cincinnati. where 
she had been lodged in a reform schoo]. 

The Hewell girl and another witness, 
Ruth Robinsen, deelare that they were 
hearded together in a room in the 
courthouse and were coached by Mag- 
gie Griffim, another witness. The Hew- 
ell girl says she frequently rehearsed 
her story with the Griffin woman.

That is a woman's 
work, unless a family is so well situated as 
to be able to afford a butler. The people in 
this neighborhood are not wealthy enough 
to have vassals and serfs by their sides. The 
hired gir! a luxury for the idle rich, in 
these strenuous days: So man and wife should 
divide their labors properly. It is for the 
man sacrifice himself in the mart, and it 
for the woman to do the housework. She 
ought to make the fires and split the kin- 
dling and carry in the coal, and consider it 
a privilege to do so, but instead of that she 
lies in bed and dreams that she 
is being elected president of the Dippy- Dames 
club. And while she thus dreams and wastes 
the golden hours of the morning, her hus- 
band is trying to open a can of beans for 
his breakfast, and if his langauge upon such 
occasions lacks the limpid purity of the mas- 
ters of prose, you know who is to blame. 

“Things were vastly different when I 
was young. My father tilled his stubborn 
acres, trying to raise enough cockleburs to 
lift the family mortgage, and when he 
turned from the field in the evening all he 
had to do was to take the harness off the 
horses and feed them.

No. One cup light- 
brown sugar, one- 
cup of melted shortening, one pint of 
dark molasses, one-third of a cup of sweet 
milk, two teaspoons of ginger, one cinnamon, 
one level teaspoon of soda and enough flour 
to make a stiff dough. Bake well. 

No. 2.—One egeg,-one’ cup of sugar, one- 
half cup of butter, one cup sour milk or 
buttermilk, teaspoon soda, two each of 
ginger and cinnamon, one cup molasses, 
three and a half cups ‘flour. Roll, cut and 
bake. This requires slow, steady baking. 

A splendid home fruit cake can be made 
with the above ingredients in different pro- 
portions: One-half cup of butter blended 
with a cup of brown sugar, add three beaten 
one cup of molasses, a half a teaspoon 
three flour, three teaspoons 
powder, one-half teaspoon each 
ginger, nutmeg and mace, 
Chop raisins, currants, citron, figs and nuts 
fine and add to the batter the last thing. 

The old-fashioned suet pudding, so well 
liked with hard sauce, is a very simple affair. 
(gne cup of suet is chopped with a knife and 
all the strings and fibre removed: it will 
not cling to the chopping Knife if it is kept 
cold and a sprinkle of flour dredged in once 
in a while Put the chopped suetuin a deep 
bowl and add one cup of molasses, one-half 
cup of chopped fruit, one teaspoon of cinna- 
mon and a half teaspoon each of cloves, all- 
spice, ginger and grated nutmeg. Mix a 
level teaspoon of soda into cup of sour milk, 
and add it and one cup of light brown sugar, 
and three cups of flour to the contents of the 
bowl. Beat briskly and bake in greased 
molds or steam two hours. 

This suet pudding will keep an indefinite 
length of time and be as fine as ever when 
reheated. Nuts may be added with the 
fruit. 

Steamed brown bread may be made at the 
same time the pudding is cooked, at a sav- 
ing of fuel Two cups of Graham flour, two 
cups corn meal, one Reaspoon of soda, one of 
salt, two cups of sour milk, one cup 
molasses. This must steam 
bake forty minutes. 

If a very soft, moist loaf of 
brown bread is liked the process is some- 
what different. A pint of corn meal should 
scalded so it is wet thoroughly and cov- 
ered over for ten minutes. Then add enough

TRIAL FOLLOWING 
BOSTON MASSACRE. 


The collision between the British soldiers 
and certain citizens of Boston on the even- 
ing of March 6, 1770, resulted tn three trials 
of those engaged in it. The first was that of 
Captain Preston: the second of the soldiers 
under: his command, and the third of those 
who were supposed to have fired from the 
custom-house windows. 

On this eventful night—which was the 
actual beginning of the American revolution 
—a party of soldiers, of his Britannic Majes- 
tvy’s Twenty-ninth Regiment of Foot, fired 
upon a collection of citizens of Boston and 
caused the death of five individuals. Quar- 
tering soldiers among the colontes was never 
a popular measure in America, and the citli- 
zens of Boston, in particular, resented it from 
the first. Outragegs had been committed by 
some of the soldiers, which were promptly 
resented, and quarrels were frequent. 

Early on the evening of March 5 it be- 
came apparent that an unusual excitement 
prevailed in Boston. Clusters of citizens were 
observed in earnest conference. About eight 
o'clock one of the bells was rung as if for 
fire, and soon after large bands of men were 
seen in motion, hurrying forth with clubs 
in their hands and uttering the fiercest 
precations against the soldiers. 

There were many slight clashes between 
the citizens and soldiers, including’ an at- 
tack on the sentry before the custom-house 
while on duty. Captain Preston, the officer 
of the day, sent a corporal and six men to 
protect the sentinel, and followed them him- 
self. The mob had now received a great ac- 
cession of numbers and the soldiers on their 
way were hooted at and pelted with snow, 
ice and sticks. They were then ordered to 
load. 

After the soldiers had taken their sta- 
tion before the sentinel at the custom-house, 
and were pushing off the people, one of them 
received a blow with a club which brought 
him to the ground. Rising immediately, he 
fired, and the rest, with one or two excep- 
tions, foilowed his exampte. 

The citizens fled from 
tense excitement at once prevailed. The 
streets were filled with people and there 
was danger of a general and bloody conflict. 
A court composed of justices of the peace 
was immediately held and a search was made 
for Captain Preston. After several hours he 
surrendered himself and was committed to 
prison at 3 o'clock in the morning on the 
charge of murder. The soldiers also sur- 
rendered and were committed to prison the 
next day. 

The regular time for holding the superior 
court was the next week after the tragedy 
in Boston. The grand jury found bills of in- 
dictment against Preston and his eight sol- 
diers for wilful murder, but the court thought 
fit to continue the trials to the next term, 
when the people would probably be more free 
from excitement and a more dispassionate 
hearing might be expected. 

The case of Preston first came on. for 
trial before the superior court of judicature 
on the 25th of October, 1770. There were five 
indictments against him. A few witnesses 
testified that he ordered his men to fire, but 
their evidence was encountered bv that of 
several other witnesses to the opposite, and 
the judges, in summing up their charge to 
the jury, were unanimous in their opinion 
that he did not order his men to fire. The 
jury soon agreed upon a verdict of not guil-

There were also fiveq,indictments 
against them. The prosecution was conduct- 
ed by Robert Treat Paine and Samuel Quin- 
cy. The counsel for the prisoners were John 
Adams, Josiah Quincy and Sampson Slater 
Blowers. Every juryman from Boston hay- 
ing been challenged for cause and set aside, 
the entire jury was made up of men resident 
outside of that city. 

A large number of witnesses were called 
prove the allegations in the indictment, 

that the circumstances were not such 
to justify the soldiers in firing. Josiah 
Quincey opened the case in behalf of the pris- 
oners with a most eloquent plea and he pro- 
duced fully fifty witnesses to prove the facts 
alleged in his defense. Their examination oc- 
cupied four days. John Adams also made a 
stirring appeal for the prisoners when the 
case was being summed up for the jury, and 
the case was closed by Robert Treat Paine 
on the part of the crown. The charge was 
made to the jury by Justice Trowbridge.

The 
third and last trial began on December 12, 
in which four men were charged with having 
fired on the crowd from the custom-house 
windows. The jury acquitted all the prison- 
ers without leaving their seats. Thus ter- 
minated the judicial proceedings in relation 
to the Boston massacre.
